Washington, March 19—Upholding 


the right of congress to legislate alone 
the -llnesj to meet a public emergency, 
the'sunreme court by. a vote of 6 to-3 
uphold' the Addmson'. eight-hour |a\v 
fur railroad'employes. In its decision, 
however, tho court made thq most rad- 
ical advance in . its history when It 
ruled that tji'o rights-of employes of 
public service organlzhlions have not 
tho right to strike . In ;concert. That 
right, 'declared Chief Justice White is 
necessarily surrendered \vhen the men 
are engaged in nubljc, service.
